Milk Pearl Buttons. 


A Cuba X. Y., special says: Making I 
pearl buttons out of milk is a curious j 
industry of the creamery here, and for j 
tha! reason the creamery people havt j 
been able to pay the farmers a higher 
price for milk this season ihau ever j 
before. 
A ll of the product of the Cuba 
creamery is used for buttons. 
In pro j 
parii g the button material the milk is j 
placed in a huge vat and mixed with 
rennet extract, as in cheese making. 
It is kept at a temj < rature of 100 de­ 
grees until it is of the proper consis­ 
tency. 
Then a tine while powder is 
added and the whole thorolv cooked 
for an hour. 
After that the whey is 
separated from the curds after the 
manner of making cheese, but in this 
case the curds or solids are packed in 
barrels and shipped to a button manu­ 
factory in New York to be moulod into 
atti active forms.
